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ABSTRACT 

A revised summary 7 of die organisms illustrated by the English naturalist Mark Catesby in his 
1729-1747 Natural history of Carolina, Florida, and the Bahama Islands is presented based on the 
findings of the author and several of the participants who gave papers during the Catesby 
Tercentennial symposia (4-9 November 2012). This paper updates the findings published earlier by 
Reveal (2012a). In addition to a full account of the published images, the identity of the organisms 
illustrated by Catesby and preserved mainly as water colors at the Royal Library, Winds or Castle, 
England, is also presented along with indices of scientific names with common names, scientific 
names arranged by common names, Catesby etching and watercolors arranged by scientific names, 
and an index to Catesby’s polynomial and common names with references to the published etchings. 


The purpose of this paper is to provide an up-to-date identification of the plants and animals 
illustrated by Mark Catesby (1729 1747) in his Natural History and depicted in the currently 
available original watercolors (Catesby 1996) preserved in the Royal Library at Windsor Castle 
outside London, England. Recent attempts (Ewan 1974; Howard & Staples 1983; Wilbur 1990; Cafes 
1998) to do so were hindered, to a great degree, by a lack of access to the watercolors (McBumey 
1997). By simultaneously studying the watercolors and etchings, McBumey and then Reveal (2009, 
2012a) were able to make a number of corrections to long-maintained or debated identifications made 
by past authors, although Edwards (1743-1751), the first to apply Linnaean binomials to Catesby’s 
images (Edward 1771), certainly saw some, if not all, of Catesby s original water colors in the 1740s 
and 1750s. The present summary is based on corrections and suggestions made by a number of those 
who presented talks at the Catesby Tercentennial symposia (4-9 November 2012) and whose findings 
will be presented in a forthcoming book celebrating Mark Catesby’s Tetracentennial (1712-2012). 
This paper w r ill be used by those authors and editors of the symposium volume, Dr. Charles Nelson 
and David J. Elliott, as the primary source for scientific and common names as well as a cross- 
reference to the original and published images. 

The scientific names used here are based on recent floristie, faunistic, and monographic 
studies but still represent the opinion of the present author. Bibliographic and type information, the 
major focus of Reveal's 2012 paper, are not repeated here except when a new name is reported. 
Common names are taken primarily from two sources. Those for plants are based on the 
recommendation found in the PLANTS database (http://plants.usda.gov/) while those for animals are 
based on names in the HIS database (http://www.itis.gov/), an international, multi-organizational 
effort to provide uniform common names (and some nomenclatural information) on all plants, 
animals, fungi, and microbes worldwide. The taxonomy and common names in the just published 
treatment of amphibians and reptiles for North America north of Mexico by Crother (2012), however, 
are given priority. In addition to these sources, additional common names found in Correll and 
Correll (1982) and in Huxley et al. (1992) are added to aid the reader. Some local common names, 
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maked with an asterisk (*), especially those unique to the Bahamas and provided by Dr. Robert 
Robertson of the Academy of Natural Sciences (Philadelphia), are also included as these will be used 
in the book. 

This paper is divided into two parts. The first presents the scientific names of organisms on 
the published etching arranged by year of publication, volume number, and plate number. 
Infrequently, an organism merely implied in a background scene of an etching can be identified, at 
least provisionally, and when that is possible, these too are listed. The second part presents the 
organisms seen in the original art work arranged by the Royal Library Inventory Number. When it is 
possible to associate a water color with a published etching, the two numbers (volume and page 
number, and the Inventory Number) are given in two, side-by-side columns. In the first listing, the 
volume and plate number appears before the Inventory Number; the reverse is true in the second 
listing. Details on the locations of individual organisms on an etching or on an orginal piece of art 
work are given relative to the image being detailed. Location of individual organisms, unless 
obvious, is expressed in terms of up and down, left or right, foreground or background. It is well to 
remember that when an etching was printed, the result is a mirror image of the original art work 
Some items at Windsor Castle were not published, but more often an etching was published for which 
no original art is conserved presently at the Royal Library. When that happens, a blank is found in the 
appropriate column. The sketches and outlines of drawnings found on the verso of some water colors 
are not detailed here except when already noted by McBumey (1997). Likewise, Catesby artwork 
preserved in the archives of Sir Hans Sloane is not summarized here. McBurney, in a proposed new 
book on the whole of Catesby’s images with Stephen Harris of Oxford University, will account for 
these items. 

Four indices are appended, one arranged with scientific names and common names, a second 
with common names followed by scientific names, and a listing of scientific names with references to 
the etching and water colors. The last is to the polynomial and common names used by Catesby, with 
the present day scientific and common names added along with references to Catesby’s published 
volume and tabula. 

Unlike Reveal’s 2012 article, only limited nomenclatural matters are discussed. Readers 
wishing to gleen such information should see that paper (http:/7www.phytoneuron.net/PhytoN- 
Catesby.pdf).

Note 

A Catesby image of Nelumbo lutea Willd, Sp. PI. 2(2): 1259. 1799, as "'Nelumbium luteum,” 
known commonly as American lotus, wus recently discovered in the Sherard fierbarium at Oxford 
University by Stephen Harris. The taxon is a member of the Nelumbonaceae. Additional Catesby images 
are in the Sir Flans Sloane Archives at the British Library. A full account of these holdings will be 
published in a forthcoming book by McRurney. 


End notes 

1 Catesby wrote that the cricket was “found both in Virginia and Carolina , in the like marshy grounds as in 

England and seems not to differ from ours.” If Catesby illustrated the American species, which 
seems logical, this is the northern mole cricket, Neocurtilla hexadactyla (Perty; based on Gryllotalpa 
hexadactyla Perty, 1832), according to Aaron Bauer, and not the mole cricket of Europe, Gryllotalpa 

gryllotalpa (Linnaeus), as traditionally believed (Reveal 2012: 4).

~ As noted by Catesby, he painted this bird from a stuffed, poised, specimen that had lived with its owner 

in Charleston “for some Years, much admir’d for its uncommonness and beauty” Given the 
provenance of the specimen is firmly established, it should fall under the typical subspecies, 
Amazona leucocephala, rather than A. leucocephala abacoensis M.B.J. Reynolds & W.K. Flayes (in 
J. Caribbean OrnithoL 22: 7. 2009) which Catesby might have seen the the Abaco Islands in 1725 or 
1726. Nonetheless, the markings and color patterns of the Catesby image are so different from that 
seen in A. leucocephala leucocephala that Linnaeus described Psittacus paradisi Linnaeus (1758: 
101) based solely upon the plate (Reveal 2012a: 15). 

‘ A preparatory drawning of soldierwood in pen and brown ink over graphite is on the verso of RL 25983; 
the image was published by McBurney (1997: 90). 

4 The sketch on RL 24839a is taken from the original watercolor (RL 24839b). 

5 The published etching is a mixture of Primus virginiana (overall shape and fruits) and the black cherry, P. 

serotina Ehrh. (leaves). The watercolor (RL 24841) is only P virginiana. 

6 The stump may well be shagbark hickory, Cary a ovata (Mill.) K. Koch (1869: 598), based on Juglans 

ovata Mill. (1768: unpaged). This identification has not been reported previously. 

7 

Rouleau (1946: 103) is followed here in adopting the swamp cottonwood as the identity of the Catesby 
illustration, noting, as does Rouleau, that the description is a mixture of this species and eastern 
cottonwood, Populus deltoides Bartram ex Marsh. (Marshall 1785: 106). Blackwell & Blackwell 
(2012), like Rouleau (p. 106) before them, ha ve identified one of the Catesby specimens in the Sloane 
ITerbarium at the Natural Flistory Musem in London (FLS, 212, f. 11), as P deltoides, citing a second 
example (f. 52) as P heierophylla. 
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* The image of the indigo bunting on RL 25877 is copied from RL 25875, 

9 At the suggestion of Joel Fry, the identity of this azalea was reviewed and is now changed from its 

traditional name. Rhododendron viscosum (swamp azalea), where the Catesby plate was cited by 
Linnaeus (1753: 151), to R. canescens following Ewan (1979: 207). The change is based mainly on 
Catesby’s watercolor (RL 25892) as Catesby illustrates flowers of two different colors and stamens 
long exserted from the floral tube. Nonetheless, Catesby 5 s 1730 comment that the flowers were 
fragrant, and because he depicts them with shortened filaments, suggest that likely his etching was 
influenced by his observations of R. viscosum in cultivation and may well represent a composite of 
the two species. 

10 Weakley et al. (2011) recently indicated that the two southeastern United States representatives of 

Osmanihus Lour, should be excluded from that genus, as was done by Rafinesque (1838: 184), and 
assigned to Cartrema so that now O. americana (L.) Benth. & Hook.f. ex A. Gray (fide. Reveal 
2012a: 6) is to be treated as C. americana (L.) G.L.Nesom (in Phytoneuron 2012-96: 5. 2012). 

Blackwell & Blackwell (2012) properly point out that Catesby both illustrated and described the swamp 
redbay and not redbay. Perse a borbonia (L.) Spreng., as long believed (Reveal 2012a: 7). Their 
conclusion is supported by a specimen in the Sloane Herbarium at The Natural History Museum in 
London (H.S. 212, f. 1) and follows the nomenclature of Wofford (1997: 35) who more narrowly 
circumscribe the species although some authorities prefer to recognize this as R borbonia var. 
pubescens (Little 1979: 219), based on Laurus carolinensis var. pubescens Pursh (1813: 276).

" The etching shows a leaf with relatively short petioles and hints of a lower leaf surface that is lighter 
(whitish) than the upper surface implying that the original material may well have been Clethra 
tomentosa Lam. (1786: 46). Nonetheless, Catesby might have drawn his figure from cultivated 
specimens grown “at Mr. Christ. Gray's in Fulham.’' The Catesby specimens in the Sloane 
Herbarium (H.S. 212, f: 35 and f. 50) are C. tomentosa (Blackwell & Blackwell 2012), the downy 
sweet-pepperbush. Christopher Gray (1694-1764), who specialized in American exotics, provided 
Catesby with a garden plot at Fulham, and their “long acquaintance” was noted in Catesby’s (1763: 
ii) later work, Hortus britanno-americanus (Henry 1975: 276, 348-350). Final disposition of the 
identity of the Catesby drawing, therefore, is uncertain at the moment pending more detailed 
herbarium studies in England. 

13 

" Although the original w 7 atercolor is not known to exist, a Catesby sketch in pen and ink over brush and 
green watercolor and graphite of his “Little White Heron” is on the verso of RL 25911 (McBumey 
1997: 62). 

According to Aaron Bauer, the seastar, drawn in the foreground as part of a habitat scene, might possibly 
be the lined sea star, Luidia clathrata (Say, 1825) or the small-spine sea star, Echinaster spinulosus 
Verrill, T 869. Neither the sea star nor the small bivalve mollusc can be identified with any certainty. 

■ A preparatory drawning of black mangrove in pen and brown ink over graphite is on the verso of RL 
25983; the image was published by McBurney (1997: 90). 

The exact identity of several of the fish etchings and associated artwork is made all the more difficult 
because Catesby copied several of his fish from illustrations made by others which were in the 
possession of Sir Hans Sloane (1660-1753), the long-time president of the Royal Society, and 
preserved in Sloane’s archives (see McBumey 1997 for details). 

17 

Linnaeus (1766: 485) established Perea chrysoptera upon two specimens sent by Alexander Garden and 
the Catesby plate. As a result the identity' of the Catesby image has been assigned to Orthopristis 
chrysoptera (Linnaeus) by Reveal (2012a: 8) and others. However, Frick and Stearns (1961: 84) 
property identify the fish as a grunt or white margate (Haemulon album Cuvier [in G. Cuvier & M. 
Valenciennes 1830: 241 j), based indirectly on an identification made by Jordon in 1884 who used PL 
gibbosa, itself based on a misapplied Walbaum (1792: 348) name, e.g., P. gibbosa (not Linnaeus 
1758: 292). The general consensus seems to be, as Robert Roberson has pointed out to me, that 
taxonomic ally the correct name for the etched Catesby fish is H. album and not O. chrysoptera as 
suggested by Linnaeus, Cuvier (1829: 176, as H. chrysoptera), and others. 

18 

Linnaeus (1766: 488) established Perea formosa upon the Catesby image and 63 years later Cuvier 
(1829: 175) transfer the species to PI ae mu Ion as H. fonnosum. Today, this name is applied to the 
sand perch, Diplectrum formosum (Linnaeus, 1766), a sea bass, and not to the grunt illustrated by 
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Catesby and used in that sense by both Linnaeus and Cuvier. Goode and Bean (1886: 203) typified P. 
formosa on an Alexander Garden specimen of the sand perch per served at the Linnean Society in 
London; they did not make a new combination stating merely that this “species has been known in 
our lists under the name of Diplectrum fasciculareP The combination seemly was first proposed by 
Jordan and Evermann (1896: lvii, 1207). Reveal (2012a: 8) and others have long errored in 
associating the Catesby image with D. formosum and not the white grunt, H. plumieri (Lacepede, 
1801), based on Labrus plumieri Lacepede (1801: 480, as ''plumieni' ), as pointed out to me by 
Robert Robertson. 

19 Both the watercolor and etching were based on illustrate ns by John White (ca 1540-ca 1593) and by an 

unidentified illustrator (McBurney 1997: 72-73, 84). The inaccurate depiction of a forked tail in all 
three images is the key to this association. 

20 

This animal 'was overlooked by Reveal (2012a) but corrected (Reveal 2012b) thanks to Dr. Robert 
Robertson. 

McBurney (1997: 90) reproduced the verso of RL 25983 showing preparatory drawings of Avicennia 
germinans (1: t. 85), and thus the basis for RL 25920 and of Colubrina elliptica (1: t. 10), which was 
restructured to accommodate a parrot (RL 24823). 

" As pointed out by McBurney (1997: 92) the original v/atercolor and etching were based on an image in 
the possession of Sloane executed by an unknown illustrator. In fact, the Catesby sketch on the verso 
of RL 25985 is a direct tracing of that watercolor (see McBurney: 87). 

23 

W. Hardy Eshbaugh called my attention to Cates (1998), and he concurred with Cates that Catesby 
described and illustrated Lysiloma sabicu (Bentham 1854: 236), the horseflesh mahogany, and not the 
false tamarind, L, latisiliquum (L. ) Benth., as suggested by Reveal (2012a) following tradition. 

24 The identity of the “Black Viper’' and the “Brown Viper” (2: t. 45) as Heterodon platirhinos is dubious 

according to Aaron Bauer who concludes that both images should be considered “unidentified”. 
While the “J3rown Viper” is said to be found in “ Irirginia and Carolina, in the last of which Places 
they are called the Trunchion Snake'', no location is given for the “Black Viper.” The eastern hog¬ 
nosed snake (2: t. 56) is not vemenous, but according to Catesby both of his snakes were and he was 
suspicious of the snake he termed “The hog-nose Snake” although he could not find fangs (see end 
note 29). The local common name given by Catesby appears to be unique to him and provides no 
clue to the identity of the animal. Unless the snake is now extinct, which seems unlikely, one can 
only conclude that the tw 7 o Catesby illustrations represent color forms of the eastern hog-nosed snake 
which today is well-known for the extreme variation in its color patterns and its highly aggressive, 
viper-like behavior. Admittedly, the lack of the distinctive “hog nose” in both drawings is cause for 
concern with this conclusion. Nomenclaturally, the only element cited by Daudin (1802: 342), when 
he proposed Scytale niger, is the Catesby image of the black snake (2: t. 44). 

Identified by Dr. Kraig Adler of Cornell University. 

The broad definition of the species complex known as blacksnakes used by Reveal (2002a: 10) under 
the heading of Elaphe obsoleta has been reassessed with these snakes now assigned to the cornsnake 
genus Pantherophis Fitzinger (1843: 25) following Burbrink (2001) and Pyron & Burbrink (2009) 
with the eastern expression renamed “eastern ratsnake” and considered specifically distinct from the 
western ratsnake, P. ohsoletus. An alternative classification, proposed by Collins and Taggart (2008), 
assigns the Catesby snake to the genus Scotophis Baird &. Girard (1853), the woodland rat snakes. 
However, Crother (2012) accepted Pantherophis over Scotophis and is followed here, 

27 " 

Re-identified by Dr. Kraig Adler. As noted by Reveal (2012a: 21), Linnaeus cited both t. 50 and 51 
under Coluber saurita, but only Thamnophis sirtalis has spots. 

Crother (2012) accepted the findings of Utiger et al. (2005) that the genus Masticophis Baird is 
paraphyletic and M. flagellum should be assigned to a broadly defined Coluber where the species was 
initially placed by Shaw (Reveal 2012a: 21). Although the 2005 conclusion was based on limited 
data (three species often and only two mtDNA genes), recognition of Masticophis has long been 
questioned on other grounds (Auffenberg 1955; Dowling et al. 1983) in spite of the cautionary 
opinions expressed by Collins and Baker (2008). 

The Catesby image of Heterodon platirhinos was the only illustration cited by Linnaeus (1756: 385) 
wTien he established. Boa contortrix , the basionym of the copperhead, Agkistrodon contortix 
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(Linnaeus). The type, however, is an Alexander Garden specimen now housed at the Linnean Society 
of London, and probably was obtained in the mountains of South Carolina in 1755. The Garden 
specimen is indeed that of a copperhead. 'There is no evidence that Catesby ever saw 7 a copperhead 
although it is possible the species might have been described to him and this is the reason he felt the 
eastern hog-nosed snake was vemenous. 

30 Kraig Adler is of the opinion, like Linnaeus (1766: 385), that this might be a highly stylized image of 
the red cornsnake, Pantherophis guttata, rather the scarletsnake as reported by Reveal (2012a: 11). 
As both Linnaeus and Adler question their association of this etching with the cornsnake, I have 
maintained the snake in Cemophora. 

The Catesby images were taken from a White illustration of an “Igwano” in the possession of Sloane 
(SL 5270.1.3r; see Me Burney, 1997: 95). The traditional attribution of the animal in Catesby's 
etching of the horned ground iguana, Cyclura cornuta (Bonnaterre), is incorrect according to Aaron 
Bauer because the Catesby image lacks a “horn" 0 and a distinct crest, and furthermore the species does 
not occur in the Bahamas v/hich White visited on two occasions in 1585. There are three subspecies 
on the islands, but even the original White illustration, now at the British Library (MS 5272,22), 
cannot be precisely identified. Catesby's etching was cited indirectly by Cuvier when he proposed 
Iguana cychlura. 

32 

A preparatory study of the sweetgum w'atercolor is on the verso of RL26030; the chameleon is Anolis 
grahamii. This animal was moved to 2: t. 66; see McB urney (1997: 104). 

33 

The identity of the chameleon on this etching has long been considered to be the J amaican giant anole, 
Anolis garmani Stejneger (fide Reveal 2012a: 11, as Norops garmani), but Aaron Bauer provides 
unambiguous evidence that the chameleon illustrated by Catesby can only be Graham's anole, A. 
grahami R.W. Gray (1845: 203, 274). This belongs to a complex species group Jackman et al. (2002) 
termed “the Anolis grahami Series” and includes A. garmani along with four other Jamacian species. 
If one accepts the Norops clade as a distinct genus, the name N. grahami (Stejneger) is available 
(Schwartz &, Lienderson 1985: 154). Adding to the complex history is that Catesby was cited by 
Linnaeus (1758: 208) as the only basis for his Lacerta hullans, now 7 a suppressed name so at least 
that early epithet does not impact current nomenclature. Kevin de Queiroz of the Smithsonian 
Institution is of the opinion that the animal illustrated by Catesby is most likely A. garmani aquarum 
Underwmod & Williams (1959: 28). 

34 The genus Eumeces Wiegmann is paraphyletic (Griffith et al. 2000), its type being an African species. 

An effort was made to conserve the generic name with a new 7 type thereby allowing the vast majority 7 
of species to remain in Eumeces. This proposal was not adopted and thus Plestiodcm Burneril & 
Bibron (1839, type: R quinquelineata (Linnaeus), based of Lacerta quinquelineata Linnaeus 1766: 
366), a synonym of P fasciatus (Linnaeus, 1758), must now? be used. 

35 

Since Linnaeus (1766 : 3 64) cited the Catesby etching as the only illustration of Lacerta sixlineata 
(as^-lineata”), this etching has been determined as the six-lined racerunner, Cnemidophorus 
sexlineatus (Linnaeus), as given by Reveal (2012a: 11), or what is now 7 Aspidoscelis sexlineatus 
(Linnaeus) according to Brother (2012). Fortunately, the description by Linnaeus was based on an 
Alexander Garden specimen, and that element, rather than the etching, is the type. Aaron Bauer has 
challenged the traditional identification and suggested the Catesby lizard is actually a species of 
Leiocephalus. This is not unreasonable given that Catesby knew? the lizard from “Rocks on the Sea 
Shores of Cuba, Hispaniola, &cA Accordingly, I consider the lizard to be the northern curly-tailed 
lizard. The species is known from the Abaco Islands in the Bahamas wfiich Catesby visited although 

this location was not mentioned specifically by him.

Blackwell & Blackw?e!i (2012) have identified a specimen in the Sloane ITerbarium (H.S. 212, f. 20) as 
Sarracenia rubra Walter (1788: 152) and associated that collection with the Catesby etching here 
identified, as S. flava. It is important to note that the etching is the lectotype of' S. flava (Reveal 
2012a: 22) and the specimen in the Sloane Herbarium has nothing to do with the nomenclature of the 
Linnaean name. This matter is discussed at length by Reveal (2009: 336) who followed Wilbur 
(1990: 40) so that the addition of the name S. rubra to the mix, along with the Bell (1952: 60) as w 7 ell 
as the Lloward and Staples (1983: 537) suggestion that this should be termed S. X catesbaei Elliott 
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(1824: 11) just demonstrates how frustrating the application of a name to the etching has been. Most 
likely an epitype should be proposed to augment the Catesby etching. 

The frog, as pointed out by Kraig Adler, is the southern leopard frog, Lithobates sphenocephalus (Cope, 
1886: 517); see Frost et al. 12006] and Newman & Rissler [2011]) rather than the northern leopard 
frog, L. pipiens (Schreber, 1782) as previously assumed (Reveal 2012a: 11). The image on RL 26021 
is an exact copy of the image on RL 26023. 

38 The etching and RL 26021 are a reconstruction of RL 26022 which is probably the original version. In 

the etching, two leaves are sliov/n although in the original watercolor only a single leaf is depicted. 

39 Anthea Gentry of the International Commission on Zoological Nomenclature kindly provided additional 

details on Schreber work, noting that Theil 2, Heft 13 (pages 223-230 and plates 81-92) was 
published in 1775 wdiere, on pi. 92, Schreber illustrated the gray fox and provided the name Cams 
cinereroargenteus. This was before a written description of the fox was given in Theil 3, Heft 21 
(pages 353-376, plates 92B, 139-145. 1776) where the name C. argenteus was proposed. Thus, the 
correct citation for the common gray fox is Urocyon cinereoargenieus (Schreber, 1775). 

Catesby visited Abaco Island and may have seen the now extinct Geocapromys ingrahami abaconis 
Lawrence (1934), although this animal is thought to have gone extinct prior to 1600. Likewise, 
Catesby also was on Eleuthera Island wdiere fossil remains of G ingrahami irrectus Lawrence have 
been found. Today the subsp. ingrahami is known only from East Plana Keys, although introduced 
elsewhere in recent decades. It is thought that the Bahamian huntia has been extirpated over much of 
its historical range (Woods & Kilpatrick 2005) so that the subspecies might have been much more 
wudely distributed in the 1720s than today. As noted by others (e.g., Allen 1942), the Catesby figure 
might possibly be the dwarf Cuban huntia (G nana Allen), but if so, where Catesby might have 
encountered this animal is unknown. 

!l The name Bourreria succulenta Jacq. (Jacquin 1760: 14) is now defined to include B. ovata Miers 
(1869: 203) Adoption of B. baccata Raf. by Reveal (2012a: 12) was an error 

42 McBurney (1997: 124) noted that the image of the tiger swallowtail was cut from another study and 

added to RL 26045. it is unclear wtien this might have been done, or by whom. The image was 
moved and positioned at an oblique angle in the etching. Furthermore, the swallowtail on RL 26045 
was based on a White image in the possession of Sloane. 

43 Four images, all on vellum, of plants growing at the Jardin des Plantes m Paris were obtained by Sloane 

and used by Catesby as the basis for an equal numer of etchings. The illustrations w 7 ere done by 
Claude Aubriet (1665-1742) as revealed by McBurney at the Catesby Tetracentennial symposium 
held in Washignton, D.C., and were likely obtained by Sloane from Joseph Pitton de Tournefort 
(1656-1708) who oversaw Aubriefs work. in Paris. The origin of the plants growing at the Jardin 
likely can be traced to Charles Plumier (1646-1704) for whom the genus name. Plumeria was 
designed to honor. Thus, RL 26055 is a copy of one of Aubriefs drawings. 

Like the templetree, the image of the Sinapore graveyard flovcer was based on an illustration done by 
Aubriet (see end note 43). 

The binomial, Eruca maximacornuta, often attributed to Edwards (1771, 2: 2) in the lepidopteran 
literature (e.g., Izersky 1999 and several online databases, e.g. http: iiwww. nhrn.ac.uk/research- 
curation/research/pr ejects/ butmo th/s ear ch/GenusDeta ils. dsml ? N UMB ER= 10477.0&&), w^as not 
proposed by this author, a fact Reveal (2012a: 23) is embarrassed to report he failed to notice. 
Anthea Gentry pointed out the obvious, and to my knowledge the epithet maximacormuta w r as not 
validated prior to 1793 when the basionym of Citheronia regalis, Bombyx regalis Fabricius, was 
established. 

46 Reveal (2012a) failed to note that this published plate was drawn and etched by the noted botanical 
illustrator Georg Ehret (1708-1770) as his name is found on the lowermost portion of the leaf blade 
on the right - hand side of the etching. 

The etching, executed by Catesby, is a composite composed of two of his image with RL 26046 (right 
branched) added to the original drawing (RL 26062) to create RL 26061 (see McBurney 1997: 142- 
144 for additional information on the Ehret illustration drawm from the same specimen). 

1 The image of the blue mud wasp on both the etching and RL 26070 may well have been a redrawming of 
the same wasp on RL 26069. 
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" 9 The Catesby water color, and the resulting etching, is similar to the Ehret illustration in several of the 
details, suggesting that both men had access to the Aubriet image on vellum in the possession of 
Sloane, who received them from the Jar din de Plantes in Paris and was likely based on material 
gathered by Plumier. 

50 The assumption that the Aubriet image received by Sloane from Paris was based on garden material 

gathered by Plumier is supported by the identity of this plant as the widespread West Indian species, 
Vanilla mexicana.
